TORACOS, AND TOBACCO SMOKING.
Chemistry of the Weed—~Effeets of Smo-
kisg Cigars, Pipes and Meerschaums.

“The water is in the form of vapor,*
the carbon, in mioute particles sus-
pended m the water vapor, and giving
the esddies of smoke their blue color
the ammeonis ia in the form of gas comm-
bined with carbonic acid, and 1.1» car.
bonic acid is partly free and parfly in
combination with ammonia. The nic-
oline, he says, béing a non-volatils
body, remains in the pipe; the empy-
reamatic substadce is s volatile body
of an ammonial nature, of the composi-
uion of which the Doctor confesses hitn
sell unacquainted, but which we hav.

What-
ever it is, it i» that which gives the
smoke of tobacco its peculiar vdor, and
determines the flavor of a cigar. it ad
heres powerfully 10 woollen materials
and when concentrated has s most ob
noxious and intolerable smeil
bitter subslance is resinons snd of davk
color, probably baving an alkaloid as
its base. It 1= mot volatile, and on'y
leaves the pipe or cigar by being ¢ r-
ried slong i & fuid form

The varieties of tobacco are innumer
abla, Simple tobacco that has not un
dergone fermentation yields very lit
free carbon, much ammonia, ¢ -u-lu ni
acid, little water, & amall qusutity of
the empyreama sand an rqt.mily samndl
quantity of bitter extract. The Lats
kia yieldathe same products unifarm!y,
the }I’urkish generally mors ammonia,
Havaua all these products. Cavendisk
varies considerably in its constituents,
pigtail yields sll very sbundantly; t
little Swiss cigars yield enormous quan
tities of ammonia, and so dry the
mouth ; Manilas give very little. The
Connscticut tobacco is cowwpaiatively
mild in taste, from the sbscaoce of |
bitter extract

EFFECTI OF SMOKING.

The water vapor of smoka is pot
jurious, but the carbon in it setiles =
the mucous memberane soud wrritats
throat. The narectic effect of
smokes, if received nto the longs
sidles in the oarboule neid; the ann
nia causes dryness, a biting of the un
cous membrane of the throat, snd nu
increased Bow of saliva—experiences
familipr w smokers. Absorbed into the
blood, says Dr. Richardson, is renders
the fluid too thin, causing an angularity
of the Llood corpuscles, suppression of
the biliary seor=tion snd yellowness of
skin, quickening and then reducing tha

The empyreumatic substancs ssemsy
to have lictle effect except in giving
the peculiw taste to tobacco smoks
and after awhile of mnlung the breash
of smckers unbearable “Nivotine s
rarely ever imbibed by the clean!
smoker,” says Dr. Richardson. It a!
fects only those who smoke cigara t.;.
holding them in the mouth, or diriy
t‘yn saturated with oily matts

hen absorbed, it effects are injurious,
smh‘nrlpitl(m of the hnmt tre

nsteadiness of the wuscls
and great tration. It will not, of
itsalf,  produce vomiting; it the
bitter extract which is the cavae of this,
imperceptibly swallowed snd taken
into the stomach.
HBOW TO SEOLEL

The method of smokivg makes all
the difference in the world Thoss who
use the clean, long pipes of clay—as
did our old Knjokorhocr ra—f{eol only
the effect of the gasecus bodies and the
free carbon.  Wooden pipea and pipes
with glass stems are injurious. Cigars
should never be smoked to the end
otherwise they are more injurious than
all= Dr. Hichardson says they should
be cast aside as wmoon as one- bhalf
smoked, and always smoked from a po
rous or shsorbent tuba. Pipes are mach
less huriful than cigars. I he best pipo
iss long clay pipe; next to this, the
mermhsurn in the most wholssuma

r. Dichardson says the perfection of a
Kope will be found im s meerschaum
wl an amber mouthpisece and a elay
stem. . All attemptia st pipes to con-
depse the oil have thus far failed
Every smoker should be careful of the
manner in which he smokea. A short
foul pipe is very unhealthful

The fashion of meerschaumn has large-
Iy prevailed in this country of late
years. The materinl is imported in
blocks, and manufactured here into va
rious forms, some very handsome wnd
ecatly. The price ranges as high as
thirty-five dollams. The proprietor of
s good meerschaum thinks s wiuck o
it almost as of himself If it i« we
¢olored, which ia the result of abeori-
ing the oil of the tobaccn, it not auly
becomes beautiful in his eyes, Lut the
smoke is ssid to bo sweeter 3o biv Lanie

The cigar dealers assert that, not
withatanding the heavy wax oa whecso
manufsctares, the demand bhas in no
way fallan off, but the oontrary
